„Not Sir, I would aſk you, if Mr. Hagel oy 
been mad enough, fooliſh” enough, or wicked 
enough, to have interpoſed, by himſelf or frierids, 
either to have hanged or ſaved the Rajah, at 
what period of time was it to be done? From the 
moment he was committed, to the laſt hour of his 
life, the man had ſtrong hopes given him that he 
ſhould be ſaved.

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Sm Robert Chambers, one of the Judges, did 
move his brethren to poſtpone the execution, until 
bis Majeſty's pleaſure ſhould be knoun; but he 
was informed, that there lived at that time in the 
town, a banyan, or country merchant, who had 
been convicted of forgery at the quarter ſeſſions at ' 
Calcutta, in 1762; but on a petition being given in 
to the Governor and Council, ſigned by vaſt num- 
bers of the moſt reſpectable inhabitants, ſetting 
forth that forgery was conſidered but as a venal of- 
fence, by the laws and cuſtoms of the country, and 
as that was the firſt inſtance of a trial for that crime, 
which had happened ſince the Engliſh had ſettled 
amongſt them, they prayed a ſuſpenſion of the ſen- 
tence, until the matter could be referred to the 
King. The firſt name in that petition, was that of 
Maha Rajah Nundcomar Bahadar, who himſelf, 
eight years afterwards, committed the ſame offence 
in the ſame place. Sir Robert withdrew his mo» 
tion, which I am ſorry for; not that I think it 
would have made any alterations in the opinion, or 
in the conduct of the Majority. Long before the 
Rajah was, by their miniſter, ſet about mak ing 

out arzies in the Bharromet ſbop, (in Engliſh, col - 
lecting materials for impeaching their Preſident in 
the college of informers,) they had pledged them- 
ſelves in the moſt ſolemn manner, to the Company, 
to the Miniſtry, and to the nation, to prove the 
Governor General to be the moſt vicious man, and 
ende in the King's dominions. This 


repeatedly 
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repeatedly promiſed great proof, nor one ſingle - 
particle of it, has yet been forth coming: The ſum 
total of the honour of the whole party, ſtands now 
collected, and depends on the parole evidence of 
Mr. Philip Francis. What weight ſuch a man's 
aſſertions would have in a civil ſuit againſt Mr. 
Haſtings, for the recovery of one hundred pounds 
in Weſtminſter-hall, I cannot ſay, hut I do think 
that an Engliſh jury, who knew their duty, and 
conſidered every circumſtance, would paſs it by. 

As to the circumſtance of Mr. Haſtings's pla- 
eing the Chief Juſtice at the head of the Sudder 
Dewannee Adawlet, to decideon appeals from the 
country Courts of Juſtice, it ought to be remember 
ed, that the experiment of truſting the Supreme 
Court, with an interfering power which they had 
extended into the provinces, had impeded the col 
lecting of the revenues, and produced conſequences 
of ſo pernicious a nature, as to induce an oppoſition 
to it by violence from the civil power, to avoid the 
evil which muſt have enſued, from being obliged 
to wait a deciſion of the matter from home: But 
this deciding; to confine the power of the Supreme 
Court, tothe bounds preſcribed to the old Mayar's 
Court, was going to the other extreme, and de-

really think, has been ſufficiently reſtored; by plas.

the evidence of the ſuppoſed colluſion. 1 alſo wiſſi 
the Committee had accepted of Major Scott's de- 
claration, that the account of the fixing of the ſa- 

lary, had not been ſent to him by the Governor Ge- 
neral to Madraſs, becauſe it carries conviction on 
the face of it. Mr. Haſtings had entered his in- 
tention of doing it on record: Why then hold 
back the certainty? If the matter had paſſed in 
Council, could he poſſibly have conceived that un- 
favourable concluſions could be drawn from his 
not having adviſed his agent of a thing being done, 
which moſt likely was not done, and at the ſame 
time order him to declare, that it was in agitation 
to be done? (The laſt year's judicial act is now 
with them, and I prophecy, that it will induce the 
Chief Juſtice to come home.

What I have learnt, 
was gathered in my paſſage from youth to old age, 
converſing with all forts of inhabitants in every 
part of India ; not as your officious and partial evi- 
dence, Mr. Philip Francis, learnt his, from inflam- 
ed intereſted men, and perſons who ſpoke Engliſh 
like jackdaws, and that in the circle of. four miles 
in circumference. 


Venn ſince the year 1750, 1 have known — 1 
thing of India affairs. Of all the confuſions and 
diſorders, of all the hair breadth eſcapes from total 
ruin, in which I have ſeen the Company's affairs 
ſo frequently involved, I never could diſcover but 
one cauſe for ſuch dreadful and fatal effects, and 
that cauſe yet remains, and ſeems to have got fuch 
faſt hold on the ſtate, and on the Company, that 
repeated and almoſt ruinous | experience, has not 
yet induced them to attempt a remedy, though, it 
is intheir power, and nothing can be more ſimple. 
Inſtead of conferring a ſteady reſponſibility, i in politi- 
cal and revenue affairs, to one man, they have 


5 conſtantly thrown it down in their different ſettle⸗ 


ments, for their governors and council to ſcuffle for, 
and molt pernicious conſequences have always and 
for ever enſued. Is there a man in England, who 
can 


\ 
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can, at this moment, ſay whether Lord Macartneys 
or a majority of the Members of the old Council 
at Madraſs, holds the direction of affairs, and of 


courſe the reſponſibility at that Preſidency? or who 
can tell me whether Mr. Haſtings on one ſide, or 
Mr. Wheler and Mr. Macpherſon on the other, have 
now the government of Bengal in their hands, and 
of courſe the power of continuing the war, or mak- 
ing peace, with all the potentates on the continent 


of India. Aſk at the India Houſe, and the Secre- 


tary will tell you who is Governor at any one of the 
Preſideneſes, and give a lift of the Council, but 
he knows no more than you do, with which frac- 
tional, or factional, parts of the aggregate body, 
the power, that is the reſponſibility, lies. Forthe 


laſt twenty years, not a ſeaſon has paſſed. over, 
without the Court of Directors having advice of 
ſome furious ſquabbles for power, having taken 


place at ſome one, or at all, their ſettlements in In- 


dia. If they approve the conduct of one party, 


and enforce their meaſures by new orders, before 


tthoſe orders arrive, power has changed hands, and 
the principles they approve, no longer are purſued. 
All that the former majority had done, has, by the 
preſent reigning party, been overſet; and inſtead of 
obeying the orders, in reverting back to the politics 
of their predeceſſors, as commanded to do by their 


maſters, they ſit down to defend and recommend 


their own. This induces warm-expoſtulation from 


the ea at home, which, on its arrival in 


India, 
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India, finds matters quite changed! Some of the'- 

culprits have eſcaped home; or a® new party Ras 
been formed, who act on new ſchemes and plans 
of their own. Hence all the feuds, animoſities, 
and diſtractions, in the conduct of their affairs, 
which begun with their territorial acquiſitions, and 
rages yet. To this impolitic ſyſtem, we owe the war 
with Coffim Ally Cawn in 1763, which called 
abroad Lord Clive, the impriſonment of Lord Pi- 
got, the making a cypher of Mr. Haſtings for two 
years in the government of Bengal, and the leſſen- 
ing of him in the opinions of all the great powers 
in India. To this rotten ſource, and a ſimilar con- 
teſt amongſt the Preſidencies themſelves, we muſt 
look for the cauſes of the preſent Mahratta and 
Carnatic war.

In the latter ſituation, at a time when mutiny and 
deſertion had Ipread their infection throughout our 
at my, and when a moſt formidable invaſion im- 
pended Bengal, and threatened the very exiſtence 
ofethe Company, we again obſerve Nundcomar, 
not only counteracting the views of the Company's 
government, to draw off Rajah Bulwand Sing from 
his alliance, which muſt have greatly weakened 
the ſtrength of Sujah ul Dowlah, by adviſing the 
Raja againſt the meaſure, and declaring the Eng-

liſh. an unſteady people, not to be truſted, but alſo

It may be argued, that 
in theſe inſtances, he manifeſted his zeal for the 
intereſt of his immediate maſters, but ſurely it was 
no proof of his regard or attachment ro the Com- 
pany; and the latter qualities are directed to be 
conſidered as eſſential requiſizes in our preſent 
choice. A man thus poſſeſſed of talents for in- 
trigue, and a proneneſs to cxerciſe them on all oc-
